Many** people are of the opinion that the American people 
talk of nothing but booze, spending their daylight hours figuring 
how to get “some of the old s'.uf f ” and their evening hours in 
drinking it. 
The bootlegging business as at present constituted is, of 
course, a disgrace to the nation. But those critics of the prohibi­ 
tion law who believe that all the deceit, the contempt for law 
and the serious results which follow the drinking of bootleg booze 
are due solely to prohibition will find, if they look a bit. a still 
larger number of people who disagree writh them. 
The spirit of lawlessness was growing before the days of the 
Volstead Act. 
People with self-respect, with lawabiding ten­ 
dencies and a reasonable sense of the dignity of citizenship, do 
not disobey this law any more than they did any previous ones.

People still addicted to bootleg whiskey—and they are more 
or less numerous in this and all other communities—may do well 
to consider the indictment brought against the stuff by Judge 
James R. Hamilton of Georgetown, Texas. 
In his charge to a 
grand jury, he declared that of 1,500 samples of confiscated “moon­ 
shine” analyzed by the state food and drug department, only 25 
were found free from poison. 
And with the poison, there was 
such uncleanness as no self-respecting human being would toler­ 
ate in connection with any other beverage. 
He explained: 
“These illicit stills are hidden in thickets, fields, old out­ 
houses and barns. 
The containers often consist of old barrels, 
after repeated use, unspeakably filthy and ill-smelling. 
“The unprotected, fermenting mixture attracts animal life, 
such as flies, cockroaches, mice, rats, bugs and insects of every 
description. They all feed and fatten on the materials and often 
die in it. Some of this rotten stuff is not even fit for hogs. The 
stills used to concentrate bootleg whiskey, as a rule, defy all pre­ 
cautions taught by experience and practice. 
“In some instances they consist of common boilers covered 
with filthy blankets in which the alcoholic vapors are retained 
and wrung out into bottles. 
Frequently old tom up mattresses 
furnish the necessary cotton for straining the finished product.” 
After that, the consumer of illicit booze at least cannot 
plead the excuse that he did not know what he was getting. And 
the conditions pictured are not at ail peculiar to Texas.
